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OUTSTANDING PUBLIC SERVICE AWARD AVAILABLE 

Effective January 1st, the SCMs of Northern and Southern 
Florida will jointly sponsor and issue a Certificate of Merit for 
Outstanding Public Service Performance to amateur radio 
operators who meet two of the five criteria listed below. 

All such work must take place after January 1st and be listed in 
QST for credit to be granted. The five categories axe: 

1. A total traffic count of 1,200 over a one year period. Only 
totals reported to the SCMs and listed in QST are eligible toward 
this total. 

2. A total Public Service Honor Roll total of 400 or more over a 
one year period. 

3. Participation and documentation of at least 3 bonafide public 
service events where amateur radio was used to provide com- 
munications. A letter of appreciation from the sponsor to the parent 
‘club or group will satisfy this requirement for all who participated. 

4. Service as a Net Control Station or Liaison Station to a higher 
level NTS net for 8 consecutive months on a regular weekly basis. 
The applicant can miss no more than 10% of the net sessions to 
which he is assigned. 

5. Any other significant contribution to public service which in 
the judgment of the SCM is well above the normal obligations of 
Part 97 FCC rules. 73. N4UF. 


DADE 911... 

When a 911 call is made, the telephone number of the caller is 
automatically read out on an LED display at the Regional Data 
Processing and Communications Center, where it is received. This 
means that when a mobile autopatch is made, the repeater phone 
number is the one that will be printed out, regardless of the 
mobile’s location. Therefore, the FIRST thing the mobile station 
must say to the Center is: “This is a MOBILE amateur radio 
operator reporting an accident (fire, heart attack or other 
EMERGENCY) at (location) . . . etc.’”’ The Center will then know 
to disregard the displayed phone number as an indication of the 
location of the emergency. 

Before you make your call, obtain as much information as 
possible, i.e.: 2 car accident with 3 people injured and your exact 
location. In the long run, this will save time. 

When you stop on the road to assist, park AHEAD of the accident. 
By doing this, you will not be rear-ended by another vehicle who 
does not see the accident ahead of him.

REAL EMERGENCY DURING S.E.T.

Pensacola, Florida — Some Escambia County amateirs were 
faced with genuine emergencies during the S.E.T. weekend. 
EC/SEC WA2GIN, WB3EKM, WB4TRZ, WD4MFJ and WB4TRZ 
provided communications support for two separate search and 
rescue operations on the Escambia River. All are volunteer 
members of the Escambia Search and Rescue Unit’s Com- 
munications Command. 

WR4ACZ on two meters and WA4KST/R on 220 were used to 
provide liaison between the search director and operating units of 
the Navy and Coast Guard during the searches for two boaters who 
did not return to the launching ramp on schedule. One boater was 
rescued from a sandbar late Friday night after his boat had 
swamped and overturned. The body of the second boater was 
recovered from the river on Sunday morning. 

Amateur radio operators routinely provide liaison and dispat- 
ching communications for the SAR unit, which also has its own 
radio equipment and frequencies. Amateur equipment is used to 
effect communications outside of the Unit and for long distance 
requirements beyond the capability of ESAR’s radio network.

BARGAIN COAX? 

Buyers, beware of bargain coax. Cable labeled as ‘“‘RG/8U type,” 
“RG58/U type,” etc. instead of ““RG8/U” does not meet RG8/U 
specs. The extra word “’type’’ simply means the dimensions of the 
cable are similar to the RG cable. The characteristics of the cable 
may be significantly different. 

For example, I recently bought 100 ft. cable identified as 
“CB/Ham Cable Assembly — Home Use — RG8/U type foam . . .” 
I measured the characteristic impedance of this cable using a time 
Domain Reflectometer (TDR) and found it to be 57.5 ohms. Stan- 
dard RG8/U is speced at 52 ohms. 

By itself, there is nothing wrong with using this cable for an 
antenna feedline. If sections of this cable were used along with 
regular RG8/U in an antenna installation, then serious VSWR 
probelms could possibly result. 

The higher impedance of these foamed cables is usually due to 
the manufacturers’ continuing to produce their cable with the same 
size inner and outer conductors, but replacing the polyethylene 
dielectric constant is less than polyethylene. As a result, the 
characteristic impedance is higher than the original design value 
of 52 ohms. (QSP, World Radio)

WHY IS THERE TRAFFIC? 
By Frank Haas, WB4HKP 

Amateur Radio, by FCC definition, exists to provide a non- 
commercial voluntary communications service with a primary 
objective of providing emergency communications. In addition, the 
existence of the Amateur Radio Service supposedly keeps a 
“reservoir” of trained communicators ready to provide emergency 
communications should the need arise. If a disaster were to strike 
today, would you be able to effectively provide assistance as an 
emergency communicator? 

What has this got to do with traffic? Everything! In an 
emergency, information must flow quickly, accurately, and 
reliably between officials of numerous agencies to provide post- 
emergency services. This information flow is augmented with the 
need to provide information to the ‘‘outside’’ world which is waiting 
for information as well. If most areas were struck by a disaster 
today, they would be hard pressed to find enough trained amateurs 
who could be useful as emergency communicators. CBers in many 
parts of the nation have supplanted amateurs in this respect 
because of their greater numbers and in some cases greater public 
service spirit. 

The fact that most operators don’t know message form or 
procedure or never engage in net operation or training drills is 
pointed up in an excruciating way when such ops start popping into 
emergency nets saying, ‘“‘Don’t know much about this here traffic

AMATEUR RADIO AIDS COAST GUARD 
Ham Robinson, W4ZR 

On Monday December 22nd, W4ZR received a phone call 
at 0600Z from the U.S. Coast Guard, asking for assistance in 
communicating with a vessel in distress. 

An agreement to provide this aid was negotiated a year ago 
by ARRL Emergency Coordinator, Andy Clark, W4IYT. 

The fishing vessel ““Miss Cindy’’ was having problems just 
north of the Cayman Islands. Coast Guard was unable to copy 
the “Miss Cindy’’ on 7450 KHz. W4ZR could not transmit on 
this frequency, of course, but was able to copy, and did assist 
the Coast Guard station in working the “Miss Cindy.” 

She had no lights, no pump, no compass. She was not yet 
in enough trouble to abandon ship and the engine was still runn- 
ing but the Coast Guard did send a C-130 aircraft. 

“Miss Cindy”’ did have flares and was able to give her last 
known position by loran plots before she lost the electrical 
system. Her radio was running on pattery power and went 
dead about 0645Z.
